There are individuals who com ­ 
plain of shortr.e'.s of breath, palpa- 
tation of the heart, and a sense of 
constriction in the chest or throat 
There m ay be no satisfactory phy­ 
sical explanation of such symptoms 
They are not unlike the phobias I 
have mentioned.
